‘The Leader of the Paris Dyna- 


miters Under Arrest. 


Counterfeiting, Grave"Robbing and 
Murder Among His Crimes. 


AN UNSURPASSED RECORD OF ALI- 
AROUND VILLAINY, 


The Desperate Criminal’s Captors to Be 
Rewarded—Preliminary Hearing Com- 
menoed—The Killing ofan Old Hermit 
Confessed — His Fellow - Conspirators 
Frightened—Dynamite Schools in Eos- 
ton, New York and Chicago. 


Paris, March 81.—The Government looks 
upon the arrest of Ravachol as of the great- 
est fmportance, not only in that it has thrown 
into their hands a man already condemned to 
death for murder, butin that it is believed 
that his capture will put an end to the dyna- 
mite outrages in Paris. No doubt is enter- 
tained that he isa most dangerous criminal, 
and his incarceration has removed a great 

ource of trouble and uneasiness. The Gov- 
creat intends to reward every one in any 
way connected with the making of the arrest. 
The proprietor of the wine shop at the corner 
of Rue Lancey and the Boulevard Magnenta, 
in whose place Ravachol was captured, and 
the waiter who notified the police that Rava- 
chol was in the wine shop have received a re- 
ward of 1,000 francs. 

The police’‘commissary who madethe arrest, 
will be decorated with the ribbon of the Le- 
gion of Honor and the six gendarmes who as- 
sisted him will receive medals and be pro- 
moted for the share they took in effecting the 
capture of the notorious Anarchist. 

Ravachol’s examination, which was held 
last night, occupied five hours. It chiefly re- 
lated to his past life, and he was subjected to 
astring of questions that revealed that he 
wasa greater villain than even the police 
supposed. 

THE LEADER’S CRIMES. 

He confessed the murder of the old hermit 
of Notre Dame de Grace, He denied the mur- 
ders ofanocld man servant at Varizel in 1885 
and his former wifein 1888, His denial of 
these crimes, however, was not very strong 
andmany discrepancies appeared in his re- 
plies to the questions put to him 
inrelationtothem. The police believe they 
will yet discover evidence showing that he 
killed both these persons. Some time ago an 
old man was killed with an axe which be- 
longed to the victim. The murderer stole a 
sum of money and a quantity of valuables 
and effected his escape. Ravachol was 
questioned as to this crime and here, too, his 
denial was very weak. Headmitted that he 
was a graveyard ghoul and told of a number 
of graves he had robbed. When the police 
searched his lodgings yesterday they found 
among other evidences of his criminal opera- 
tions a set of counterfeiter’stools. When 

questioned regarding the posession of these 
unlawful belongings he coolly-.acknowledged 
that he belonged to a gang of counterfeiters, 
but he persistently refused to make any 
admission that would lead to the detection of 
his confederates. 

A DANGEROUS MAN. 

It is acknowledged on all sides that the po- 
lice had gooa reason to believe that Ravachol 
would make adesperate resistance against 
arrest, and those who condemned them for 
not arresting him some days ago now admit 
that the police were rightin not attempting to 
effect hiscapture untilthey had made sure 
that there was no chance of his escaping 
them. 

The Paris Echoto-day states that Ravachol 
has admitted that he wasthe author of the 
Loulevard &t. Germaine explosion. The chief 
detective’ asserts that Chaumaurtin, an ac- 
complice of Ravachol, who is now under ar- 
rest, betrayed his leader and told the police 
that Ravachol intended to blow up the house 
of M. Bulot, one of the prosecuting counsel 
inthe recent Anarchist trials. M. Bulot’s 
residence, it will be recalled, was at No, 39 
hue de Clichy, the scene of the destructive 
explosion on Sunday morning last. Ravachol 
lived at St. Mande, near ihe wood of Vincen- 
nes, four miles southeast of Paris, He was 
seen going to Paris Sunday morning, Carry- 
ing with him a small portmanteau. 

There is no longer any doubt of the identity 
of Rayvachol with the notorious criminal 
Loenigstein, whose father was a German and 
his mother a Frenchwoman. Koenigstein 
has been. a criminal from boyhood. It is said 
that when a child he delighted in acts of 
cruelty and used to beg mice and birds that 
his playmates happened tocapture, in order 
that he might torture the animals, and enjoy 
their sufferings. On one occasion he cut the 
limbs offa kitten, just able to walk, and 
tried to make the suffering animal walk on 
the stumps. 

ANARCHISTS FRIGHTENED. 

The recent raids made upon the lodgings of 
Anarchists and the arrest of so many mem- 
bers of that party has had the effect of some- 
What frightening them, Asarule those who 
are still at liberty no longer make loud 
threats in public of the great damage and 
cestruction they intend to cause. It is be- 
lieved that several Anarchists who expected 
thatthe police would search their lodgings 
have sought to rid themselves of all evidence 
that would connect them with the dynamite 
Conspiracy. The police have reason to think 
thatsome of these men who are known to 
them have thrown into the Seine large quan- 
ties of stolen dynamite anda number of in. 
fernal machines in their efforts to escape 
Capture for having these articles in their pos- 
session for unlawful purposes, The author- 
lties have hired divers and the bottom of the 
river will be thoroughly searched for exe 
Dir Sives, 

rreparations are being made by working- 
Men for the labor demonstration on May day.

Lonpon, March 81.—The trial of the six 
Walsall Anarchists was continued at Stafford- 
Shire Assizes to-day. The court-room was 
crowded. The confession of Deakin, one of 
the prisoners, was read, in which he im- 
plicated his companions in the conspiracy, 
and declared that the bombs they manufac- 
tured were intended for use in Russia. 


DYNAMITE SCHOOLS. 


THE MAKING OF EXPLOSIVES TAUGHTIN BOSTON, 
NEW YORE AND CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, March 31.—‘*There is a dynamite 
school here in Chicago,’’ said a prominent 
labor official, who came here several weeks 
"ago to assist in the settlement of a strike 
which was in progress. He continued, says 
a morning paper: ‘*There ts also one in Bos- 
ton and another in New York. The.informa- 
tion came to me from a source which is ab- 
solutely reliable and was unsought on my 


part. The matter came upina discussion of 
the question whether or mot it is necessary 
for labor organizations to employ physical 
force in order to carry on the struggle for 
shorter hours of laborers, or better pay, orin 
other words, alarger share of profits of la- 
bor. My informant was a believer in physi- 
cal force and heli the doctrine that the thor- 
ough organization of labor and the discovery 
of dynamite were the twothings which would 
eventually bring about the equalization of 
the profits of labor between the employer 
and employe. He claimed that the great 
masses of men who produce the wealth which 
eventually drifts into the hands of the few 
were always surrounded and awed by legal- 
ized force,and if the laborer did not meet force 
with force his condition must gradually sink 
until he would become a “slave. He 
claimed that to offset the elab- 
orate estabiishments of armed civil 
and military forces which capital has set up 
dynamite offered a simple and _ effective 
weapon tothe unorganized masses. Claim- 
ing that the advanced thinkers in this labor 
reform movement had recognized the im- 
portance of training upa few persons in the 
use Of dynamite asan offensive weapon and 
had established the’ schools referred to, 
he Offered to back up his assertion by taking 
me to the Boston establishment. ’’ 

This story of the labor official has been cor- 
roborated so far as Chicago is concerned by a 
telegram from Paris yesterday to the effect 
that the bombs which have been found there 
were made on the plan of a Chicago model. 

Police Inspector Shaack, who knows as 
much about anarchy and its followefs as any 
one else in the city, says, with reference to 
the story that the bombs now in use in Paris 
were made in this city: 

**Tam Inclined tothink that they are using 
Chicago made bombs for several reasons, the 
principal of which is that the style of bombs 
that are made in this city are vastly more 
destructivethan anything that the French 
dynamiters have ever constructed.’’ 

‘*Are there any bombs now in Chicago?’’ 
the Inspector was asked. 

‘*Plenty ofthem. Ononeoccasion a car- 
load of bombs were taken away from a cer- 
tain place wherethey were manufactured, 
and no one has yet been able to locate them, 
I believe they are in the city and ready to be 
used in case of trouble. There is also a lot of 
about 900 bombs secreted, but where the po- 
lice have not yet been abletotell. I believe 
these bombs are divided up among the most 
faithful and trustworthy. Aside from this 
stock there are additional resources forthe 
people who use them. At present there are 
probably 200 men in this city who know how 
to make dynamite bombs and who can make 
them on their kitchen stoves at night.’’ 


PHILADELPHIA CENSUS, 


Blundering Exposed by Special Agent 
Clark’s Report. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 81.—Charles Heber 
Clark, chief special agent, in his report to 
Superintendent of Census Porter upon the 
re-examination of certain schedules of the 
eleventh census of manufactures of Phila- 
delphia says the result may be stated in a 
general way as follows: 

Total number of schedules of all classes re- 
examined, 2,716; total number found to be 
incorrect, 1,111; total number found 
to be correct, 1,6. These figures, 
of course, convey no information 


respecting the dimensions of the product in- 
volved. A careful tabulation made in the 
schedules, usually with the duthority of the 
owners of the establishments, shows that the 
total amount of product which must be set 
aside in the portions of the wards referred to 
as having en reported in the original 
schedules without warrant is $52,174,801. It is 
worth while to say that one of the establish- 
ments thrown out was the United States 
Mint, with a product of more than $25,000,000. 
The gross decreases amount to $52,828,908, the 
ross increases amount to. $154,107, mak- 
g a net decrease of $52,174,801. 
The number of schedules increased = re- 
examination was twenty-four, the increase 
in one case amounting to $100,000. Thesched- 
ules subjected to these corrections may be 
grouped under three heads, duplications, re- 
udiations and exaggerations, the latter be- 
ng by far the most serious. Making a gen- 
eral allowance for human fallibility there is 
still a largeremainder of incorrect returns, 
the existence of which must be accounted for 
upon other grounds.

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TRAIN HELD UP| 


Masked Robbers Rifle an Alabama 
Postal Car. 


About $6,000 in Registered Packages 
Secured. 


OFFICERS WITH BLOODHOUNDS CLOSE ON 
THE TRAIL. 


The Express Car Undisturbed—Murderer 
Lytle Lynched—Young Woman Found 
Dying From a Pistol Wound—Deeming 
Threatened With Summary Justice on 
His Arrival at Melbourne. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 31.—Alabama has 
been the scene of another daring train rob- 
bery. 
city over the Georgia Pacific Railroad at mid- 
night last night was held up by a band of 
masked men at the little station of Weems, 
ten miles east of Birmingham. 

It was shortly afterla.m. when the train, 
which carried mail but no express cars, 
pulled away from Weems. As it moved away 
from the station, the engineer discovered 
two men wearing masks and carrying Win- 
chester rifles coming over the tender from 
the baggage car. The robbers cov. 
ered the engineer and fireman 
with their guns and ordered the 
former toslowupand stop the trainon a 
high trestle about 500 yards from the station. 
The engineer was compelled to obey the order 
and when the trestle was reached the train 
came toa stop. 

in the meantime other members of the 
gang, all wearing masks and heavily 
armed, had boarded the baggagé and express 
and mailcars. As the train slowed down its 
speed they beganfiring, keeping up a contin- 
uous fusilade. 

ROBBED THE MAIL CAR. 

After the train had stopped one man stood 
guard over the engineer and his fireman, 
while one of the robbers knocked at the door 
of the mail car with the butt of 
his Winchester, and demanded that 
it be opened. This was refused and the 
car was fired into. The postal clerk 
in charge of the car pluckily refused to open 
the door and the single robber was rein- 
forced by other members of the gang, when 
the door was forced open. One of the shots 
which passed through the car struck the 
postal clerk, but the wound inflicted was fot 
serious. Three of the robbers then entered 
the car and beganto ripapen and rifle the 
mail pouches in search of registered pack- 
ages. Every package on the car was taken. 
The clerks think thatthe numper is about 
eighty-five. 

When the mail sacks had sail 
been gone through the robbers decamped, 
going eastward. It Is Supposed that they 
were mounted and had secured their horses 
near by before boarding the train at Weems. 

There was great excitement among the 
passengers, who.expected that the robbers 
would also go through the coaches and re- 
lieve the travelersof their money and valu- 
ables. This was not done, and soon after the

So 
far there is no clew to the identity 
of the men, The engineer says the 
men on the engine were white, while the 
postal clerk says one of the trio who.entered 
mail car, wasa mulatto. Thirty-eight of the 
registered packages stolen were for Atlanta, 
forty for New York. As soon asthe news of 
the robbery was received, 1:30a. m., a posse 
was organized and started in pursuit of the 
men with blood hounds.

The best estimate of the amount of the 
booty secured by the robbers places it at 
$6,000. The exact amount cannot be ascer- 
tained here. 

TWO FORMER ATTEMPTS. 

This isthethird attempt within the week 
to robtrains inthis vicinity. Last Sunday 
night an attempt was madeto wreck a train 
on the Louisville & Nashville road at Boyle’s 
Gap, five miles out of this city, but the effort 
was frustrated by the vigilance of the engin- 
eer. The attempt was repeated 
on Monday night near the same 
place, but the officers here had 
warning,anda posseof ten men was sent 
out on a special train to look out for the rob- 
bers. Theofficerscame acrossthe robbers, 
who were mounted, near a trestle work 
above the station, and after the exchange of 
afew shotsthe plunderers were driven off. 
On each occasion obstructions were placed 
upon the track for the purpose of wrecking 
the train, and the robbers expected to gu 
through the express car in the confusion that 
would follow. 


MULLINS LYNCHED. 


MURDER OF THOMAS EDWARDS 
AVENGED, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 81.—The brutal 
murder of Thomas Edwards and the burning 
of his home near Madison cross roads was 
terribly avenged with the lynching of John 
Mullins, one of the murderers. Deputy 
Sherif! Erstaine has just -returned 
from the pursuit, and he _ reports 
that Mullins and Pete Martin took to the 
mountains of North Alabama, where they 
have been in hiding several days, and yester- 
day morning @ mob of seventy-fiVe men 
found Mullins. barricaded in acabin.

A MOB MAKES SHORT WORK OF AN OHIO MUR- 
DERER. 

FINDLAY, O., March 81.—Joseph Lyttle 
butchered his divorced wife and his two 
daughters ina horrible manner yesterday 
morning. He was an inmate of the National 
Soldiers’ Home at Dayton. He was arrested 
and placed in jail, About 1 o’clock this 
morninga party of citizens gathered and 
made arush onthe jail.

DEMAND MADE FOR MONEY LOANED 


TWENTY YEARS AGO. 


Affairs in the Southern Republice—Canada 
and Newfoundland Discussing Tariff— 
Italian Art at the World’s Fair—Lon- 
don Topics—General Foreign News— 
Brief Mention. 


VALPARAISO, Chili, March 81.—Minister 
Eganon Tuesday presented to the Chilian 
Foreign Office a claim on behalf of the liquid- 
ators ofthe American house of Alsop. The 
claim amounts to nearly $1,000,000 in silver, 
also interest. 

Over twenty years ago Gama, a Brazilian, 
obtained rights from the Bolivian Govern- 
ment for guano deposits at Maxillones. Alsop 
advanced Gama large sums of money, but a 
disagreement arose between them as to the 
guano deposits. Then the Bolivian Congress 
passed a law granting Alsop a piece of land 
of a certain size forevery mine found in the 
Bolivian coast district. After the war be- 
tween Chili and Bolivia in 1880 this concession 
was disallowed by the Chilians, 

Bolivia had also agreed to allow Alsop a 
percentage on the customs duties at the 
port of Arica. This was also a subject of dis- 
agreement with Chiliafter the war. Alsop’s 
claim has been in statu quo ever since. Suc- 
cessive American Ministers have talked over 
the subject with the Chililan Government 
with no result, Itissaid that a settlement 
with Balmaceda had nearly been effected by 
Egan when the revolution broke out. 

The agreement between Chili, Peru and 
Bolivia provides that in 1893 the. province of 
Tacna should vote to remaina part of Chili, 
and that the latter shall pay certain out- 
standing claims, 

The news of Mintster Egan’s presentation 
of Alsop’s claim leaked out yesterday and 
exchange immediately fell. Upon receipt of 
fall details a rise occurred. 


ARGENTINE POLITICS. 

BUENOS AYRES, March 31.—The supporters 
of Saens Pena for the Presidency are carrying 
things with a high hand. They have behind 
them the influence of the Government and of 
the British Mercantile agency. There is a 
strong element in Argentinia hostile tothe 
Pena movement and in favor of keeping the 
Republic aloof from European complications 
and influences. Pena is known to be de- 
cidedly in harmony with the European ele- 
ment and not in favor of any commercial 
arrangements that would bring Argentinia 
into closer connection with the United States. 
This sentiment is also shared by the present 
administration in Argentinia and ‘the mili- 
tary and civil authorities are being used to 
crush out the popular agitation in 
behalf of rule that would represent the pa- 
tive Argentine sentiment. The anti-Pena 
agitators are denounced as outlaws and 
their meetings are broken up by violence and 
a number of arrests have been made of prom- 
intent persons suspected of anti-Pena sym- 
pathies. In this way the party In power 
hopes to bring about an appearance of una- 
nimity in behalf of Pena. It is said that, but 
for the visit of Admiral Walker and his 
squadron, the European element would have 
given open expression to thelr hostility to 
American influences. The American colony 
was greatly encouraged by the presence of 
the United States war vessels, and there has 
been a marked abatement of the insolence 
previously displayed in certain quarters to- 
wards Americans. 


WORLD’S FAIR EXHIBITS. 

PANAMA, March 81.—Lieut. W. E. Safford, 
Chicago Fair Commissioner, has returned 
to Lima from a long journey in Bolivia. He 
says that now everything looks very hopeful. 
The Peruvian commissioner is making 
preparations to bring representatives of all 
principal tribes of Indians of the Peruvian 
forest region who are said to be very inter- 
esting from an ethnological point of view. 
He is a man of action, learning and means 
and for some time was Prefect of the Prov- 
inces of Amazonas and Loreto, where these 
wild Indians live. Costa Rica will expend 
$100,000 on her Chicago Fair exhibit, 

Dr. R. Fritzgartner, who is in charge of 
the»preparation of the exhibitto be sent by 
Honduras to the Chicago Exposition, says 
that the work here is making, a good prog- 
ress.

ITALIAN ART AT THE WORLD'S FAIR—BRIEF 
MENTION. 


ROME, March 81.—Replying tothe sculptor 
Sig. Monteverde, who sentto hima resolu- 
tion adopted by the artists in Romein favor 
of taking partinthe Chicago Columbian Ex- 
position, the Marquis Di Rudini, the Prime 
Minister, has written letter In which he says 
that he approves of the artists’ intention, as 
the government willbe glad to see Italian 
art worthily represented. The Marquis 
also recalls the fact that the government, 
although it would itself take no 
official partin the exhibition, haa promised 
its moral support to Italian exhibitors. The 
Marguis concluded by stating that he had 
well-founded confidence that friendly reila- 
tions between Italy and the United States 
would be re-established by the time set for 
the holding of the World’sFair. The Gov- 
ernment would facilitate in every possible 
manner the transportation and safe-keeping 
of the Italian exhibits. 

The Pope has instructed the Papal 
Nuncio in Paris to forbid the French 
clergy to use the recent Papal 
encyclical asa text for sermons in order to 
avoid a misunderstanding with the Govern- 
ment. it will suffice, intimates the Pope, to 
comment on the encyclical in pastoral letters 
or pamphlets. 


CZECHS DISCONTENTED. 

VIENNA, March 31.—A dispatch from Brunn, 
capitalof Moravia, states that in the pro- 
vincial council Dr. Jucok, a Czech, de- 
nounced the Austrian Minister of Education, 
Dr. Gautch, for forbidding the celebration on 
Monday of the anniversary of the birth of 
John Comenius. He said that the govern- 
ment had no feeling towards the Ozechs in 
Moravia, who only desired to pay due respect 
tothe memory of a great reformer. Other 
Czechs followed Dr, Jucok and made bitter 
speeches against the goyernment, during the 
course of which they were often called to 
order, -The Czechs of Moravia, despite their 
discontent at the order of the government, did 
not celebrate the day ina public manner, It 
was the prohibition of the authorities that 
caused the rioting int Prague onthe night of 
Monday last by the Czechs, who were deter- 
mined to celebrate the day in spite of the 
authorities.

So Far “Monetary Considerations” Cut 
the Biggest Figure in the Unsavory 
Scandal— A London Olubman’s Ex- 
planeation—Second Milbank Makes An- 
other Public Statement. 


New Yorx, March $1.—It is openly charged 
here that Hallett Borrowe sold for publica- 
tion the correspondence between himself and 
J. Coleman Drayton. Borrowe and Fox, it is 
alleged, sold the correspondence together, 
although Fox in a letter to Borrowe, takes all 
the blame upon himself. This, of course, if 
the story be true, is to shield Borrowe from 
the imputation of having turned traitor to 
the woman who fs said to have trusted him. 

A gentleman who knows nearly as much as 
Drayton, Borrowe, Fox or Milbank does con- 
cerning the scandal, arrived in: fown yester- 
day on the City of Parts. Heisa member of 
the Royal Yacht Club of London and also sev- 
eral social and political clubs, He objects to 
figuring in the scandal in any way, and his 
name is withheld. This is what he said: 

‘*For several days beforel left London it 
was whispered about that Brorowe’s second, 
Ed Fox, had sold the Drayton-Bofrowe cor- 
respondence toa New York newspaper for 
$1,000. At first it was believed that Fox had 
betrayed his principal and that Borrowe 
would certainly challenge himto fight. It 
was also hinted that Milbank, Barrowe’s 
other second, had shared with Foxin the 
proceeds ofthe sale. This was all conject- 
ured at first. But the dayI sailed I learned 
through a source that I deem thoroughly re- 
liable that Borrowe not only sold the cor- 
respondence, but he was with Fox when the 
terms were cabled over here. The terms 
were dictated by Borrowe, and when the ac- 
ceptance was received Borroweturned the 
correspondence over to Fox, with the under- 
standing that it was not tobe placed on the 
wires until Borrowe and Milbank were on the 
ocean. 

‘*It was wellknown in London that Bor- 
rowe was broke. His father, who js far from 
a rich man, had refused to furnish him with 
money, and, as the gossips unkindly said, 
Mrs. Drayton had ceased to help him. 

‘*Borrowe bad run himself pretty well out 
in London, and the proceeds of this sale 
a him materially in getting back to New 

ork. 

*‘I don’t know whether the scheme of gell- 
ing the correspondence originated with Bor- 
rowe, Fox, or Milbank, but it is believed in 
London that each of these three ‘gentlemen

MORGAN OF ALABAMA SPHINGS A SUR- 
PRISE. 


WASHINGTGN, D. C., March 31.—An unex- 
pected silver debate was precipitated in the 
Senate by Mr. Morgan of Alabama, who 
offered a series of seven long resolutions in- 
structing the Committtee on Finance to make 
examination and report tothe Senate what 
bad been the effect onthe pfice of silver 
bullion by the act of July 4, 


1890, declining the purchase of silver 
and treasury notes thereon, and whether 
said act hadinany manner contributed to 
maintain the two metals upona parity with 
each other; whether the Treasury notes had 
atany time been at a discount, or whether on 
the contrary they had not provided a safe 
currency and had not taken the place of gold 
ae fy to veg for speculative purposes, 
and thus save the people froma éanxeroas 
Mnancial crisis; whether the coilhage of either 
gOld or silver was now actually authorized by 
any existing lawof the United States, with 
several other inquiries of like character. 

Mr. Morgan said he would ask that these 
resolutions should He over to be /printed,as he 
as Wellas other Senators desired to address 
the Senate on them. He wished to ascertain the 
opinionsof Senators upon this point and 
whether there were Senators, who, under the 
shadow of the coming heroesiinthe Presi- 
ceaitial contest sconto come upon us, were 
dumb ononeof the most important ques- 
tions of the day.

~ Local Republican Leaders in Conference 


This Afternoon. 


‘THE CALL FOR THE GATHERING ISSUED 


BY “ OLD REGULARITY.” 


The Conditions Under Which the Silks 
Will Agree to a Joint Call—Recorder of 
Voters Carlisle Says They Must Decide 
or Fight It Out in Court—The Primary 
Law. 


The harmonizers in the local Republicau 
ranks spent the greater part of to-day trying 
to arrange a conference between the St. Louis 
members of the State Committee and the 
heads of the Silk and Hoodlum organizations 
to settle the question as to which committee 
will fixthe date of the primary election. At 
noon it was authoritatively announced that 
the conference was an assured fact and that 
all concerned had agreed to get together this 
evening. Whether this will result 
in an amicable agreement of 
course remains to be seen, but 
ifthe Silks standon the ground they have 
taken there is little prospect of a settlement. 
At the meeting in the Lindell Hotel Tuesday 
night that faction declared in its resolution 
in favor of calling in the Congressional 
Commtttee as wellas the McFall crowd. 
This means thatthe Silks wantthe delegates 
tothe Congressional Convention chosen at 
the same primary called for the election of 
representatives to the double-barried State 
Convention. This was done in 1888 as a mat- 
ter or economy and the Silks say it ought 
to be repeated on the same ground, 
They do not want separate Congressional 
primaries to let Filley go in ashe did two 
yearsagoand run the Third Congressional 
Convention to suit himself. Filley’s idea of 
regularity, as has been often demonstrated, 
istoruneverything himself, from the selec- 
tion of delegates tothe National Convention 
downto the choosing of constables. The 
Silks say they have some rights, and their 
oft-repeated declaration is to maintain them. 

RUB-COMMITTEE CONFERENCE. 

Last evening there was a conference of the 
sub-committee delegated by the General 
State organization to handle the primaries in 
this city in the event of the continuance of 
the wrangle between the Silk Stocking and 
Hoodlum Committees. This committee, 
as has been stated, is made up of 
the five members of the State Committee 
resident in St. Louis.

WAS HE MURDERED! 


Question Whether Lahan’s Death Was 
Caused by Hoodlums or a Fall 


The remote cause of John Lahan’s death 
isa subject of dispute.- The immediate 
cause was congestion of the brain, accord- 
ing to the burial certificate, signed by Dr. J. 
J. Kane, No, 1808 Morgan street. Lahan was 
a night watchman at OCullen & Kelly’ stable, 
1210 North Seventh street. He went tohis 
home at No. 1415 North Sixth 
street Monday morning, and com- 
plained to his wife that a horse 


Kicked him. He seemed to suffer intense 
pain in the head, and his wife says she dis- 
covered two small marks behind his left ear. 
Lahan lingered on until yesterday afternoon 
when he died. Dr. Armstrong, whose office 
is on Broadway near Biddle, was summoned 
yesterday morning andalso Dr. Kane. The 
question in dispute is whether Lahan was 
beaten by hoodlums inthe neighborhood of 
Seventh and Biddle streets, or whether he 
injured his head by a fall 
in front of Callen & 
stable, at 12 o’clock Sunday night. 
an ex-policeman and he walked the beat at 
Seventh and O’Fallon streets some four years 
ago. The bad boys of that locality have had 
no use for him, They frequently taunted him 
for the loss of hisclub and star. The police 
authorities of the Third District believe that 
Lahan was the cause of his own 
death by his fall. They think that 
he was under the influence 
of drink and lost his balance. But a saloon- 
keeper named Doyle atthe northwest corner 
of Seventh and Biddle streets tells a story 
which throws the blame upon a crowd of 
hoodliums. He says that Lahan was in his 
saloon ati12 o’clock Sunday night and left 
erfectly sober. Doyle says that he heard 
oud noises as soon as Lahan went out, 
and he saw through the glass a crowd 
of roughs. They were casting the 
old slurs atLahan. Doyle opened the door 
and the hoodiums fled. Michael J. Oullen, 
Lahan’s employer, takes upthe story at this 
point and statesthat he heard loud ‘wolces 
across the street from his residence and near 
his own stable at 12 o’clock Sunday night. He 
went to the window and saw Lahan witha 
crowd of young fellows behind him. He saw 
no missile thrown, but noticed that Lahan 
walked to the double door of the stable, 
tried to enter, and then 
fell backward. Mr. Cullen hastened over, 
opened the stable and placed Lahan on a 
bench within. The man was muttering to 
himself asif he were drunk. A man named 
**Shorty’’ Cockerill, who was with Lahan 
shortly before in DoyjJeé’s saloon, claims that 
he met Laham later,"near the stable. Lahan 
said he was assaulted. Dr, Armstrong takes 
care to say that he did not sign 
the burial certificate because he be- 
lieved that it was a case for the 
Coroner. He saw Lahan shortly before his 
death yesterday, and advised the man’s wife 
to send fora surgeon, because Lahan showed 
symptoms of brain depression. Mrs. Lahan 
states that Dr. Armstrong recommended 
also the application of leeches, and she 
claims that Dr. Kane objected and used sim- 
ple poulticesand bandages. Sergt. O‘Sulli- 
van investigated the case and concluded that 
that the man’s death was due to his fall. 
The boysanay have made sport of him, but 
they did notstrike him. Mr. Cullen says on 
the other hand that he discovereda qrick in 
front of the stable door where Lahan lay. 
lay. Whether this brick fell from a passing 
wagon, or whetherit was heaved at Lahan, Is 
not known.

INGERSOLL’S EULOGY. . 

Address Delivered at the Tomb of His 
Friend, Walt Whitman. ~ 
/ PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 81.—The Ser- 
vices at the tomb of Walt Whitman, who was 
buried at Harleigh Cemetery in Cam yes- 
terday afternoon, were concluded by ad- 
dress by Col. Robert G. Ingersoll.

A charity as wide as the sky, and whenever there 
was human suffering, human misfortune, the sym- 
pesne of Whitman beat above the earth. He was 

uilton aLroad and splendid plan—ample, without 
appearing to have limitations—passing sony for a 
brother of mountains and seas and constellations; 
caring nothing for the little maps and charts that 
timid pilots hug the shore with, and giving himself 
freely, with the recklessness of genius, to winds and 
waves and caring for nothing as long 
as the above him, and he 
walked move men, among writers, semong 
verbal varnishers and veneers, among 
literary milliners and tailors, with the unconscious 
dignity ofam antique god. He wasthe poet aiso of 
that divine democracy that ya equal rights to ali 
the sons and daughters of men. He uttered the 
great American voice, uttered a song worthy of the 
great republic. No man has eversaid more for the 
blights of huamanity—more in favor of real democracy 
or real justice. He neither scorned nor cringed, was 
neither tyrant nor slave. He asked only stand 
beneath the great fag of nature, the blue sky and 
the stars. 

He wasthe poet of life. It was a joy simple to 
breathe. He loyed the clouds. He enjoyed the 
breath of morning. the twilight, the wind, the 
winding streams. e loved to look at the sea when 
wind and waves burst into the white caps of joy. He 
loved the fields, the hills; he was acquainted with 
trees, with birds, with all the beautiful objects on 
the earth. He not only saw those objects but under- 
stood their meaning, and he used them that he 
might exhibit his heart to his fellow-men. He was 
also the poet of love. He was not ashamed of 
that divine passion that has built every home in the 
world; that divine passion that has painted every 
picture and given us every real great work of art; 
that divine passion that has made the world worth 
living,im, and gives some value to human life. 

He was the poy of the natural, and taught men not 
to be ashamed of thet which is natural. He was not 
only the poet of democracy, not only the poet of the 
great Republic, he was the poet of the human race 
everywhere. He was notconfined to the limits of 
this country, but his sympathy went over the seas to 
all nations of the earth. e stretched his band, and 

he felt himself the equal of all kings and of all 
rinces, and the brother of all men—no matter how 
igh, no matter how low. 

He has uttered more supreme words than any 
writer of our century, and ae mela of almost any 
other He was, above all things, a man; and above 
genius, above all the snow-capped peaks of intelli- 
gence, above all art, rises the true man greater than 
all. He wasa true man, and he walked amongst his 
fellow-menassuch. He was also, as has been said, 
the poetofdeath. He accepted all, life and death, 
and he justified all. He had the courage to meet ail, 
and was greatenough and splendid enough to har- 
monize all and to accept all there is of life asa di- 
vine melody, 

You know better than I what his life has been, but 
let me say one thing, knowing, as I did, what others 
can know and what they can not, he accepted and 
assorted all theories, all creeds, ail religions and be- 
lieved innone. His philosophy was a sky that em- 
braced all clouds and accounted for allclouds. He 
had a philosophy and religion of hisown broader—as 
he believed, and asI believe—than others. He ac- 
cepted all, he absorbed all, and he was above all. He 
was true, absolutely, to himself. He had frankness, 
courage, and e@ was as candid as light. He 
was willing that all the sons of men should be 
absolutely acquainted with his heartand brain. He 
had nothing to conceal. Frank, candid, pure, 
serene, nobie. And for years and years he was ma- 
ligned and slandered, simply because he had the 
candor of nature. Hewill be understood yet, and 
that for which he was condemned—his frankness, 
his candor—will add to the glory and the greatness 
oi hisfame. He wrotea liturgy for humanity; he 
wrote a great and spronate psalm of life, and he 
gave to us the gospel of humanity—the greatest gos- 
pel that can be produced—the gospel of humanity. 

He was not afraid to live, not afraid to speak his 
thought; neither was he afraid to die. or many 
years he and death lived near neighbors. He was 
always willing and ready to meet and greet this 
thing called death, and for many months he sat in 
the deepening twilight waiting forthe night. In his 
brain werethe blessed memories of the days, and 
in his heart were mingled the dawnand dusk of life. 
He was not afraid, but cheerful every moment. The 
yt nymphs of day did notdesert him. They re- 
mained that day might clasp the hand of the veiled and 
silent sisters of the night when they should come, 
and when they did come Walt Whitman stretched 
his hand to both—on one side nymphs of day, on the 
other the silent sisters of the night. And so, hand

But with all these elements working for 
CLEVELAND it would be wise in Demo- 
crats torestrain their ardor and calmly 
consider the situation. There are reasons 
for the belief that the alternative choice of 
a Western man as a presidential candidate 
would bea safer course. The opinion is 
well-grounded that the bitter factional 
differences among the New York Demo- 
crats would endanger the success of a New 
York candidate far more than that of an 
outsider upon -whom all of them could 
harmonize. A conservative Western man 
who could command the confidence of 
Eastern Democrats would perhaps: be 
stronger in the West, Northwest and 
South than the best Eastern man. 

A man like Gen. PALMER, for instance, 
who has more national reputation than 
any Western possibility so far mentioned, 
would probably carry New York and New 
Jersey, which are the only Eastern States 
the Democrats have any right to expect to 
carry, as easily as any Hastern candidate, 
and he could secure votes in the West 
which would go to no Eastern candidate. 
He could carry Illinois. 
would disarm much Republican oppo- 
sition and his candidacy would appeal 
strongly to the Alliance voters who 
threaten to disrupt the Democratic party 
in some Southern and Western States. His 
ageis against him, but as someone has 
said, age isa condition, and at 75 PALMER 
has the vigor of a man of 60. 

The Democrats cannot afford to let their 
revived enthusiasm for CLEVELAND run 
away with their discretion. The Western 
possibilities are worthy of careful consid- 
eration. 


THE THIRD PARTY’S HOPES. 


In 1890, when the Alliance leaders 
called into their third party camp enough 
Alliance Republicans to defeat the Repub- 
lican party in Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa, 
their success was the logical and natural 
result of the strong opposition to high 
tariffs and to gold monometalism which 
Western Republican leaders had fostered 
in antagonism to the Eastern wing of their 
party. 

The defeat of free coinage in a Congress 
Republican in both branches, the enact- 
ment of the McKinley tariff and the ap- 
propriation of one billion dollars of tax- 
payers’ money, gave the Republican 
farmers in those States three grounds of 
offense, three burning reasons for defeat- 
ing and rebuking the party they had put 
in power. 

Western Democratic farmers adhered to 
their party in the same election because it 
stood with the Alliance on those three 
questions and promised the farmers to cut 
down appropriations, reduce the tariff, re- 
store free coinage, make effective war on 
robber trusts and relieve the great pro- 
ducing interests from the reign of plu- 
tocracy. 

The mere postponement of free coinage 
by a tie vote in a Democratic House, when 
everybody knew it could not pass the Re- 
publican Senate and would be vetoed by a 
Republican President, cannot have the 
same effect upon Western Democrats that 
the action of thé Reed Congress had upon 
Western Republicans. Instead of having 
the same three reasons for going into a 
third party movement for a low tariff, 
free coinage and reduced taxation, the 
Western Democrat can claim that his 
party is still the main reliance for all 
three; that it is solid for reduced taxation 
and against tariff protection for trusts, 
while only 82 Democrats out of 236 voted 
to postpone free coinage till after the 
presidential electionto postpone a party 
split on the coifage question till another 
President and another Congress fresh from 
the people are elected. 

Under these circumstances it is not 
probable that the third party will get 
enough recruits from the Democratic ranks 
in this election to deprive the Democratic 
tieket of any votes in the electoral college. 
Itis far more likely to operate as it did 
two years ago, whefi its appearance in the 
contest inflicted such a signal defeat upon 
the Republicans and aided the Democrats 
to win such a signal victory. 

The Democratic split and the third par- 
ty’s opportunity to sweep the country will 
not come until the Democrats are again in 
power.

NO SUCH STIRRING SCENES WITNESSED 
ON THE LEVEE FOR YEARS. 


Four Steamers Reach St. Louis To-Day 
and Are Unable to Discharge Their 
Cargoes—Crowds of Strikers Prevent 
Any Work Being Attempted—Meet- 
ings Between Strikers and Steamboat- 
men—-What the Movement Méans— 
Characteristic Scenes and Incidents, 


The ‘‘river strike’’ began this morning ac- 
cording to orders, and probably the most 
unique labor demonstration ever witnessed is 
to-day in progress along the Levee front of 
St. Louls. For the first time in their lives the 
hegro roustabouts of the Mississippi have as- 
serted, in organized form, their rights of 
freedom as viewed from their standpoint 
nearly thirty years afterthe Emancipatian 
Proclamation, and the scenes along the river 
front are, in consequence, the quaintest re- 
production of twenty-five-year-old pic- 
tures possible in real life. It 
seems as if, with one sudden 
revelation, the ‘‘river niggers’’ had discov- 
ered, a generation behind the times, that 
they were still slaves, and following that dis- 
covery had thrown off their bonds with a 
suddenness that even bewildered themselves. 
Under the protection of the American Feder-

ation of Labor they have gone ‘‘on strike,’’ 
fally 1,500 strong to-day, and apparently no 
one views theiraction with more surprise, 
Stranger or more characteristic comment 
than do the sable strikers. 

From beast of burden under the lash of a 
steamboat mate's eloquent male- 
dictions, the strikers find them- 
Selves revolutionists against capital and 
what they consider unjust oppression. This 
transformation in their social status has come 
too quickly for them, and they line the river 
front now,as queer and interesting a problem 
as labor and the race question could furnish 
anywhere in the world. 

Negro songs and roustabout dialect make 
the levee a vast minstrel stage of idleness 
from the bridgé down to Walnut street, and 
Ethiopian wit and wisdom, brightened by the 
excitement Of a ‘‘strike,’’ fillsthe air witha 
quaintness of thought and sentiment that 
completes the picture in its prevailing atmos- 
phere of odd novelty and thorough origin- 
ality. 

The strike embracés in its scope the Long- 
shoremen’s Association, the Marine En- 
gineers’ Association, the 
men and the Houstabouts’ Union. It 
went into definite effect as _ the 
result ofan anthusiastic meeting held last 
night at No. 9 Washington avenue, a saloon 
and lodging-house Rept by ‘‘Joe’’ Heywood, 
the President of the Lofigshoremen’s Asso- 
ciation, and that odd little corner groggery 
is still ohe of the headquarters of 
the strike. But the *‘revolutionary 
center’’ has widened since the 
‘‘river strixé’’ went into actual éffect, and 
to-day it has another rallying place at No. 3 
North Levee, thé saloon and boarding: house 
kept by Peter Pearl (colored), Vice-President 
of the Marine.Firemeéen, and G. L. Norton, col- 
ored, Secretary of the same organization, 
while the Executive Committee of the three 
Organizations concerhed is meeting in a 
room itt the ‘‘Vandalia Bulilding,’’ as the 
strikers call it, on Fourth and Chestnut 
streets. 

The long stretch of levee front between the 
two saloons where the strike Officers have 
established theif headquarters was an un- 
broken litte of negroes this morning from an 
early hour, and every white: balled eye that 
rolled excitedly in the dark faces was turhed 
steadily toward the river. Four steamboats 
came into port to-day, were moored to their 

pective wharves, and Were as promptly 
placed under thé Africati ‘‘great taboo,’’ 
which declared that their oar gors shall not 
be unloaded onto the levee. hey were the 
Crystal City and the City of Providence of

Heywood roars out 
to new arrivals piloted into his place by ac- 
tive recruiters. ‘‘Put yo’ name down and 
pay yo’ 2% cents likea man. Who'’se yo’ got 
to be a skeered of? Didn’t I keep 480 of yo 
niggers all winter, givin’ > g0m’n 
to eat and a place sleep? Did 
de steamboat cap’ns ever keep you in de win- 
ter time? No, sirree! Ef yo’ wants de right 
pay so’s you kin git bread an’ meat an’a 
calico dress fo’ de ole woman, yo’ better ste 
right up hyar and put yo’ name down! An 
pay yo" quarter, too!’’ 

After this stirring appeal John Willis, a 
melantholy-looking oid fellow, with gray 
wool, took a hand in the proceedings. 

AN OLD ROUSTER’S TALK. 

‘*A river nigger’s a fool,’’ he said regret- 
fully, ‘‘an’I’litellyou de reason why dey 
ain’t got what dey orter have. De ole river 
nigger’s jess gone erlong an’ took what wus 
frowed at him ebber since de wah. Heain’t 
had sense ernuff ter ax fur what he orter 
git. Look at me. 1’se 54 yeahs Ole, an’ in my 
time I’se had five marsters. Yass, sah, 
I’se been bought and sol’ a slave five times. 
An’ den I served in de wah. An’ sence den I 
ain’t nebber knowed what was er gwine on. 
I kin set and look at a newspaper untill takes 
root, and 1 won’t know any more when I gits 
thoo dan when I fust sot down. But niggers 
is er gittin’ smarter now. De young ones kin 
read, ur if dey can’t et’s dey own fault. 
We’se done organized now, de _  fust 
time river niggers ebber was organ- 
ized, an’ we has a right to - 
what we orter git forour work.

‘*Allwe wantsof demen what joins us,’’ 
said ‘‘Joe’’ Heywood, solemnly, ‘‘is har-

Outside, coming up from the steep Levee, a 
negro roustabout with his Sunday clothes, 
bright blue flannel shirt, gray jeans pants, 
pen-neslen shoes on, was contentedly sing- 
ng: .

Been a list’ nin’ all de night long, 
An’I heard fum He’b'n to-day! 

He was deadin earnestinthis announce- 
ment of a message from the skies and disap- 
peared in Heywood’s with the song mingling 
with Heywood’s own appeal to ‘‘Put yo’ 
name down!’’ 

Negro women were also plentiful in the 
mile-long line of strikers on the Levee, and 
were apparently as deeply interested in the 
strike as the men themsélves. But they con- 
fined their manifestations to vigorous 5 
plause of ‘‘labor sentiment’ and to 
occasional musical contributions to some 
revival chorus that chanced to be started up 
in their vicinity. And the echoes from songs 
and speeches, rolling down the Levee, were 
thrown back from the sides of the helpless 
steamers whose crews, for theffirst time in the 
history ofthe Mississippi River trade, had 
gone On an Organized strike that practically 
paralyzed marine traffic. 

EXTENT OF THE STRIKE. 

The extent of the strike, numerically, ts 

iven by General Organizer Harvey as fol- 
ows: 

Longhoremen, 1,000 strong, one third white; 
marine firemen, 150 strong, colored; marine 
enginers, 100 strong, Colored; roustabouts, 
600 strong, colored. 

REFUSED TO SIGN. 

Mombers of the Executive Committees from 
the eh and Bony shoremen’s 
Unions Waited on Capt. Mason of the Anchor 
Line and Capt. Wm. Leyhe of the Spread 
Eagle at 10:80 o’clock to-day and presented

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AT THE LEVEE HEADQUARTERS. 

The scene at Pearl & Norton’s saloon and 
restaurant, No. 8 North Levee, was the most 
interesting and varied sight on the river 
ront mo . Three membersor the 
ustadouts’ Union had arranged tables and 
chairs in the forward part of the saloon and 
issued ‘‘working cards’’ to the hundreds of 
members who crowded about the place and 
called for them. The cards . were issued 

of 2% cents, and

was a member in good standing of the Roust- 
abouts and Longshoremen’s Union. it was 
madea very imposing and impressive cere- 
mony. The first officer caliedthe name and 
made a memorandum of it, while the second 
dazed the onlookers with the sxfll he dis- 
pares in wieldinga stub n, turning out 
each card with aflourish which would be a 
credit to a professional card writer. The 
third clerk, with beration, im- 
pressed the great seal of the Union on the 
pasteboard and passed itinto the crowd on 
receipt of a 25 cent piece, 
The card writer became such an object 
of curiosity that the roustabouts would 
not leavetbe table. They wanted to see 
‘‘dat man t’row de pen.’’ His admirers 
called him ‘‘de edicated nigger,’’ and 
**he oughter be in a bank an’ quit totin’ 
sacks on de levee.”’ 

The back part of the saloon used as a 
restaurant was deserted except by a couple 
of pups who chased half a dozen tame roost- 
ersand hens around the room and between 
the legs of the crowd. The ‘‘rousters’’ were 
so absorbed in the penman and the 
crowds on the sidewalk that they took no no- 
tice of an occasional fight between a pup and 
a rooster, in which the pup was always 
**done 5 

Every few minutes a ripple of excitement 
would be created in the over-crowded saioon 
when Mrs. Norton, wife of George Norton, 
and ‘‘queen of the ranch,,’’ hustled a burly 
negro out of the place for using bad lan- 
guage. Mr. Norton was busy with coOm- 
mittee work, and Mr. Pearl had more 
than he could attend to at the bar. 
Mrs. Norton left her red-hot stove 
in the rear where she was preparing dinner 
in plain view and took a hand behind the bar, 
as she has often done before. She allowed 
no Doisterous conduct or bad language, and 
on taking her position behind the bar said: 

‘*There ain’t.goin’ to be any cuttin’ up 
here, Stop that loud talkin’ and cussin’ 
right now, or 1’ll Kick every one of you out. 


You hear me?’’ 

A ‘‘rouster’’ standing at the bar 
humoredly remarked: ‘‘We see you puttin’ 
us out, e see’d you do tt. No cussin’. 
Humph! put us out.’”’ 

CARRIED OUT HER THREAT. 

While he was drawling out these few ‘‘guy- 
ing’’ remarks Mrs. Norton was making her 
way around the bar. Pushing her way up to 
the ‘‘rouster’’ she caught him by the collar 
and pushed him headlong through the crowd 
to the door, punching him in the 
neck at every step. The negroes 
amused at the performance shouted: 
‘*Put him out.’’ ‘‘Bif! him lady bif? him.’’ 
As she reached the threshold she gave the 
**rouster’’ a ager shove auda vigorous 
kick in the coat tails @ith her boot. The 
room was in an uproarina moment and the 
rather good looking barmald at once becanie 
aheroine. As she took her stand behind 
the bar again, the evicted ‘‘‘rouster’’ pushed 
his way up tothe bar ‘again and bowing 
politely said: 

**l begs yo pawdon ledy. I begs yo pawdon. 
Yo kin put me out whenever it suits yo. Give 
me some beer.’’ 

Threé times while the reporter remained in 
the place, Mrs. Norton darted into the crowd 
and wrestled with a negro who was either 
using profane language or taiking loud. 
Though able to pick up the nervy woman and 
carry her away they made no fsesistance 
when evicted and dlways returned with the 
apology. ‘*I begs yo pawdon ledy.’*’ 

using the forenoon the two _ thousand 
strikers were in the best humor. There was 
every prospect of a settlement before night, 
and though many of them were ‘‘busted,’’ 
they did not seem to mind missing their din- 
ner if they could get what they wanted. 

‘‘Youls glad we’s struck, L guess,’’ one 
roustabout was heard to remark to another. 

‘«Wha’ for?’’ asked the second. 

‘**Cause you got @ ’sctse to lay ’roun’, you 
lazy nigga.’*’ You neva would work if you 
could get out of it.’’ 

‘*You’re a liar,’’ said the second bristling 
up, and a stranger would imagine a fight was 
imminent bat instead of coming together 
each said ‘‘humph’’ and went their separate 
ways. All day the Levee was thick with 
groups of from four totwefty and all the sa. 
loons and restaurants were full. Sergt. Me- 
Namee and six men circulated among 
the strikers and found no cause to arrest any- 
one. There were no fights and not Ofie negro 
was seen picking his teeth or his fingefnails 
with a three-inch blade knife, as they usually 
do when they expect trouble. 

A LAUGHABLE SENSATION. 

A sensation was caused on the Levee about 
1 0’clock this morning by a laughable miscon- 
struction of the roustabout use of the word 
‘‘carried,’’ which, in roustabout dialect, 
means nt with,’’ ‘‘escorted’’ or ‘‘ac- 
com led.’’ At6:30 o'clock a.m.Contractor

The barkeeper, 
William J. Hilton, was arrested for the theft 
andthe medals were returned by Proprietor 
Harrington. 

James Palmer went into the saloon Jan. 23, 
1682, and $90 was stolen from him. 

Aug. 10 Proprietor Harrington was arrested 
for fighting over dice with William Wells and 
Sept. 15 Proprietor O’Brien was arrested for 
fighting over dice with John Wilson. 

BOTM PROPRIETORS ARRESTED. 
Capt. Young thought that this report would 


be sufficient to prevent the saloon from get- 


ting a license from the Collector,and enough, 


even, to induce the Collector to withdraw the | 
license if one had been issued.

A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 


A Woman Taken Into the Mountains of 
Little River, I. T., and Disappears. 


PakIs, Tex., March 81.—A gruesome story 
comes from the mountains on the head of 
Little River in the Indian Territory. In that 
wild, broken country few people live.

Many men have mysteriously dis- 
appeared inthese mountains. Knowing the 
character of the country and its people 
white men bent upon mischief go there to 
do their deeds of deviltry. Toa gentleman 
who has just returned froma eerrae 
tourinthe mountains and who, by the way, 
was shotatfrom ambush as he was passing 
through a defile inthe mountains, a strange 
story—one that doubtiess has a murder 
mystery in it, is learned. 
A WOMAN'S FATE. 

An old Indian who speaks good English, at 
whose house the gentleman stopped, said 
thata few weeks ago two white men with 
two women arrived at his place near night- 
fall, and camped at a spring about one 
hundred yardsaway. The women were both 
good-looking, and the younger appeared to 
be nearing confinement. They stated that 
they were moving from Silver County, 
Ark., to Red River County. During the 
night the old Indian says he 
heard a woman’s voice shrieking 
**Murder! murder! murder!’’ It grew fainter 
and fainter and then died out altogether. The 
next morning there was only one woman 
with thetwo men and they hurriedly broke 
camp, turned around and drove back inthe 
direction from which thev came, the younger 
woman not being with them. Abcutten days 
later the body of a woman was found in Little 
River about twenty miles below his place. 
Whether it was the same woman or whether 
those were her death cries that the old Indian 
heard is a matterof corjecture. Thereis a 
mystery in it that may never be solved, as the 
Indians will not interest themselves in ferret. 
ing itoutand it would bea mere accident if 
officers should discover any clue as to who the 
parties were, whence they came or whither 
they went.
